Mattapoisett, Marion Seniors Find 
a New Friend

Elderly and homebound residents in Mattapoisett 
and Marion have a new friend they can turn to in the 
person of Nancy Reed, who has just been hired by the two 
towns' Councils on Aging (COAs) to oversee and coordi- 
nate their Friendly Visitor Program. 

The Friendly Visitor Program provides a trained 
volunteer who visits the homebound seniors in their 
home and spends about one hour a week just visiting 
with them, sharing a cup of tea, completing crossword 
puzzles, talking and interacting. 

Filling an important void which has long been 
identified in the tri-towns' aging population, Ms. Reed 
said her job will be to solicit volunteers, help train them, 
pair them up with seniors in each town, and identify 
other seniors who may be in need of this outreach effort. 

"We basically provide the service (and) each vol- 
unteer does one hour weekly (visiting) with people who

feel isolated or lonely or have limited family support," she 
said. "The coordinator position is new, so we're just kind 
of working through it. My job will be to solicit volunteers, 
train them and schedule visits."

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available in Marion and three onboard in Mattapoisett, 
Ms. Reed said they are actively seeking to build up those 
numbers and she encourages people to get involved. 

"We're basically looking for someone who 
enjoys the elderly, who wishes to contribute service to 
their town, and who feels rewarded by doing this type 
of work/' she said. "I can tell you you're going to receive 
much more than you give. We're looking for someone 
who appreciates the elderly and the wisdom of age and 
realizes that people who are confined to their home are 
people of great wisdom, they just can't get out for some 
reason." 

Although no previous experience is needed and 
there are no age requirements, per se, Ms. Reed said she 
preferred volunteers to be at least 18 years of age and 
available during weekday hours to participate in the pro- 
gram. 

"We're looking for people who can give us one 
hour a week and commit to the program for at least one 
year," Ms. Reed said. "We provide the training for every 
volunteer. You're really just there to listen, converse with 
them, play cards or games, or sometimes help them write 
a letter or note to a loved one ... whatever you could do 
for them. They just really need to have social interaction." 

Over the years Ms. Reed noted the local COAs 
have gotten suggestions from people who work for the 
towns' police, fire and EMS departments to start such a 
program, noting that when they get calls to go to the resi-

dence of a homebound senior, they've seen how just a few 
moments of interaction can bring such joy to them. 

As a former Registered Nurse and someone with 
a Master's degree in counseling, Ms. Reed is certainly 
attune to the needs of local seniors, and her recent work 
with an area Hospice service made her the perfect choice 
to take charge of this unique outreach program. 

"I've worked with geriatric people for over 15 
years and I've always had a great appreciation for the el- 
derly since I was a young girl/' Ms. Reed said. "Hopefully 
I'll be able to give all (the volunteers) some tools to work 
with/' 

Funding for the Friendly Visitor Program is pro- 
vided jointly through the Mattapoisett and Marion Coun- 
cils on Aging and the service is run under the purview of 
COA Directors Susan Schwager and Vanessa Williams. 
Despite recent budget constraints, Ms. Reed said the 
program will pretty much operate on a "shoestring" and 
is really needed in an area where the elderly population 
keeps escalating each year. 

"I think getting it done under the auspices of the 
town(s) is important," she said. "There's just going to be 
a growing need for this in the coming years. You have 
a couple and the husband or wife dies and the person 
remaining tends to just lack the willpower or the stamina 
to go out ... these are the people we want to reach out to."

Double DARE 
DARE Program Resumes in Rochester 
By Robert Chiarito 

Early adolescence can be one of the more try- 
ing periods of a person's life. The changes that one goes 
through physically, intellectually and emotionally com- 
bined with peer pressures and the need to be accepted 
at this age can lead children to confront some very adult 
decisions. It is also an age when parents are often the last 
person a child will go to ask uncomfortable questions 
about topics ranging from bullying to illegal drugs. In 
many communities there is little or no safety net to catch 
kids as they reach the awkward age when they no longer 
feel like children and are not yet adults. 

The Town of Rochester recognized the need to 
give young people a resource that could act as an edu- 
cational tool and give the students in the sixth grade an 
adult who could serve as a mentor and a listening post 
whom they could turn to with many of life's tough ques- 
tions. 

The resource is the national DARE program and 
the mentor is Rochester Police officer Kevin Flynn. Officer 
Flynn has been working with the students through the 
DARE program, or Drug Abuse Resistance Education, for 
the past three years. He said, 'The money for the program 
comes from the community policing budget. It's a drug 
education program that goes beyond teaching kids about 
drugs. The program also is an antiviolence and bullying 
program and it deals with things like cigarettes alco- 
hol also. We get the kids in the sixth grade at Rochester 
Memorial School and the program continues for the kids 
when they go over to the junior high."

For the RMS sixth graders the program lasts for 
twelve weeks and includes about 80 students. 

When asked if the kids simply listen to the lessons 
or actively seek out his assistance, Officer Flynn said, "At 
first they are a bit intimidated by the uniform but they 
tend to warm up to me and come to me with their ques- 
tions and concerns after the first few weeks/' 

The national DARE program was founded in 1983 
in Los Angeles and has proven so successful that it is now 
being implemented in 75 percent of our nation's school 
districts and in more than 43 countries around the world. 
Prior to entering the DARE program, officers undergo 80 
hours of special training in areas such as child develop- 
ment, classroom management, teaching techniques, and 
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communication skills. Forty hours of additional training 
are provided to DARE instructors to prepare them to 
teach the high school curriculum. The program is de- 
signed to children the skills needed to recognize and resist 
the subtle and overt pressures that cause them to experi- 
ment with drugs or become involved in gangs or violent 
activities. 

In addition to the resource officer and classroom 
lessons, DARE also provides young people with a web- 
site that they can turn to for further information that is 
provided in an interactive program that engages them 
through puzzles, music and games and makes the learn- 
ing process a non-threatening experience. The website 
offers suggestions and ideas to keep kids from getting 
bored and slipping into risky behavior in their idle time.

Hayward McAvoy. The logo contest was judged in stages 
with the winner was chosen from a group of three final- 
ists. 

In describing his process for coming up with the 
winning design, Mr. Mock said, "I only knew the basic 
premise of the contest when I started my design. I knew 
that it was going to be an educational channel so I was 
thinking that a water molecule would be fitting. I came 
up with the basic premise and built on it until I had my 
final design/' For his efforts Mr. Mock was rewarded with 
a new digital camera kit complete with all of the accesso- 
ries. 

The task force has been working with ORCTV to 
develop both rules and plans for the ORCTV educational 
channel since Ms. Miot became Executive Director in 
September of last year. The first order of business was to 
renovate and re-equip the old ORCTV studio in the base- 
ment of Old Rochester High School for use as an educa- 
tional facility and class space for student use. That facil- 
ity, under the direction of Old Rochester Regional High 
School instructors Deb Stinson and Lee Shionis, has been 
operational since January. 

The studio was brought up-to-speed with equip- 
ment and technical assistance provided by ORCTV as part 
of their agreement with the school district. ORCTV no 
longer resides at the high school and is still in the process 
of renovating and equipping their own studio at the sta- 
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tion's new location in the Captain Hadley House at 345 
Front Street in Marion. Ms. Miot expects the station's stu- 
dio to be completed during the spring and for the educa- 
tional channel to be up and running on Comcast channel 
18 before the beginning of summer. In the interim, ORR 
educational programming can be seen on ORCTV public 
access channel 9 on every Tuesday and Thursday at 10:00 
am and 4:00 pm and each Saturday at 3:00 pm. 

The organization will also be introducing a new 
dedicated government channel for the Town of Rochester 
at about the same time the educational channel comes 
online. When the two channels begin to broadcast it will 
bring the total number of channels under the ORCTV 
umbrella to five. That number will include the regional 
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public access channel 9, a government channel for each 
of the three towns and the new ED-TV channel 18. All 
of the ORCTV channels will also be carried via the new 
Verizon fiber optic cable system that is now being rolled 
out to subscribers in the tri-town communities. Residents 
of Rochester need to check with Verizon and not town 
officials to find out when the system will be available in 
their neighborhood. 

Updates on all of the cable access happenings in 
the tri-towns can be found at www.orctv.org. Ms. Miot 
has been working feverishly to create a new and more 
comprehensive website of everything that is happening 
at the station, updating the site on a daily basis. If you 
would like to see an example of Mr. Mock's winning logo, 
just log onto the site and look for the "e" or educational 
links provided on the site's home page.

February 19, 2008

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order in the Marion Town House on 
Tuesday, February 19 at 7:00 pm by Chairman Roger 
Blanchette.

frey said. "Every once in a while somebody makes head- 
lines, but if you look at the number of elected officials in 
each town across the state, I think it's very very minimal. 
This has already gone before the town last spring and it 
was voted down ... I just don't think I can support a war- 
rant article for it." 

With that, the board voted against placing the 
article on the warrant via majority vote. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Dawson began a discussion which took up the remain- 
der of the meeting to first consider whether the Marion 
Emergency Medical Service (EMS) should be merged with 
the Marion Fire Department and also whether billing for 
Marion EMS calls should be turned over to a third-party 
agency as per an inquiry which began last November. 

In meeting with Selectmen Chairman Blanchette, 
Mr. Dawson said they have prepared a final report with 
their recommendations for the board. 

"There have, as you know, been a number of 
rather public distractions and issues that have been raised 
in the media ... which have turned our focus elsewhere," 
he said. "That being said, I think we have done a lot of 
digging, a lot of investigating, a lot of uncovering and 
we've received a lot of information from a lot of people." 

In reading from the final memo prepared by Mr. 
Dawson, Chairman Blanchette noted: "We were asked 
to examine whether or if the town should consider the 
consolidation of EMS with the Marion Fire Department. 
In addition, we were asked to examine the possibility of 
instituting a third-party billing system. Lastly, we were 
asked to make recommendations for the board's consider- 
ation." 

"This charge, while straightforward on the face 
of it," Chairman Blanchette read on, "has become com- 
plicated by recent reports and allegations in the press.

'The only concern I have is not that a decision 
is made to either join the two or not, I think the report 
should bring us to that conclusion/' Selectman Jeffrey 
said. "But I think if we don't set up a timetable at this 
time, we're going to lose that opportunity. I think it 
should be studied as you suggest so we look at all sides." 

With that, the board voted to not merge the Mari- 
on EMS with the Fire Department at this time, but agreed 
to set a timetable to study the option further within the 
next six months. 

As for the third-party billing, the report recom- 
mended the town commence with hiring an agency to 
handle billing for all EMS calls to collect an projected 
"$180,000 in annual revenue" for this service. While some 
resisted the billing idea because they feared it might 
preclude someone with an inability to pay from seeking 
medical service, Chairman Blanchette stressed that "all 
patients (would) be treated regardless of their inability to 
pay." 

The Town Administrator will be responsible for 
drafting collection and billing policies for the board's 
adoption. 

Selectman Henry suggested they set a July 1 
target to begin billing with the commencement of the next 
fiscal year. "We won't know how much we'll collect until 
we begin the process," he added. 

"I absolutely agree that we should go along with 
this and I also agree that everyone should have access to

this/' said Selectman Jeffrey. 'The billing should not have 
anything to do with the service being provided/' 

'The Marion EMS as people know it is not going 
to change/' Mr. Dawson added. "The billing procedure 
will, but certainly we don't want to have anyone fear call- 
ing 911 because of their inability to pay." 

Lastly, the report set out to correct some of the 
"assertions, allegations, and false information that has 
been printed in the press" regarding Marion's EMS De- 
partment. 

"We have nothing but the greatest respect for 
the Marion EMS Department and all of its wonderfully 
talented professionals," Chairman Blanchette read. "They 
have provided high quality service to the residents of 
Marion for many years. That they have had to endure this 
attack on their credibility, their integrity, their judgment, 
and even their physical ability to perform their jobs is a 
sad testament to the power of the media." 

Referring specifically to articles published in The 
Tri-Town Observer, Chairman Blanchette cited a headline 
claiming the Marion EMS Department had violated its 
license more than 500 times. 

"We want to assure the residents of Marion that 
the Marion EMS Department did not violate its license," 
Chairman Blanchette said. "It simply did not happen. It 
appears that the reporter (and likewise the editor) re- 
lied heavily upon the information it obtained from Fred 
Fowler, the Executive Director of the Southeastern Mas-

sachusetts EMS Council. That information has proven to 
be inaccurate. Mr. Fowler, to his credit, has acknowledged 
that certain information provided to the media was incor- 
rect. He has admitted his error and issued a formal apol- 
ogy-" 

Upon setting the record straight, Chairman 
Blanchette concluded: "Any media outlet has an obliga- 
tion to its constituency to report the news in a fair and 
impartial manner. In the present case we recognize that, 
to a limited extent, The Tri-Town Observer was relying 
upon information it received that has proven to be incor- 
rect. We think that the newspaper owed it to its readers 
to check and double-check its information. Relying upon

taken what can only be described as a crusade against the 
Marion EMS. It is our hope that, finally confronted with 
factual information, he will take a higher ground." 

Mr. Slager then asked for a moment to rebut what 
was said regarding his publication's recent coverage of 
the Marion EMS issue. 

"Our coverage of the Marion EMS controversy 
has irked many powerful people in Marion," Mr. Slager 
said, reading from an update he claimed was posted 
earlier that day on his publication's website. "We have 
called for the department to be disbanded after the EMS 
repeatedly violated its license. That has put the EMS in 
full scramble mode in a desperate attempt to retain its 
autonomy. Now the department, with the help of its 
political pawns, plans to unveil a letter from Fred Fowler, 
the Executive Director of the Southeastern Massachusetts 
EMS Council, in which he claims he provided The Ob- 
server 'misinformation' that we used in one of our recent 
stories. The Observer has received a copy of this letter and, 
frankly, it makes no sense whatsoever." 

"(Mr.) Dawson will likely also try to attack The 
Observer during the meeting," Mr. Slager went on. "He 
will say that the Marion EMS did in fact keep logs of their 
activities, and that the reason we were charged $163 was 
because we wanted information not generally included in 
EMS logs.

Time Passages

Jumper. Starring Hayden Christensen and Samuel L. Jack- 
son. Directed by Doug Liman. Running time: 88 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

In the thick portfolio of superpowers, teleportation ranks a bit low on 
the excitement scale. You're here — now you're there. I suppose it's useful 
if you're in a hurry, or if you want to beat traffic. (I'd see a lot more movies 
if I could "jump" to any theater I wanted.) The protagonist of jumper, David 
Rice (Hayden Christensen), doesn't use his space-hopping for the greater 
good or even for anything interesting. He sits in his lush New York loft, paid 
for with money he stole from banks (he "jumps" into vaults and makes off 
with bags of cash), and watches world catastrophes unfold on TV without 
lifting a finger. People are trapped in a flood! Who can get in there to save 
them? Not David. He doesn't care. 

Jumper might have been the story of how this jaded, affectless young 
man learns to harness his powers to help mankind. It isn't, though. Heavily 
indebted to X-Men (by way of Steven Gould's 1992 young-adult novel), the 
movie sets David on a fight-and-retreat loop. David, you see, is but one in 
a long line of Jumpers, who have been persecuted for centuries by zealous 
Christian assassins known as Paladins. The Paladins' reasoning? "Nobody 
but God should have this power." Uh, okay. So why'd God give them the 
power in the first place? The Paladins aren't much on thinking the argument 
through. 

So essentially all David does is run from the Paladins (whose leader is 
Samuel L. Jackson, carrying some sort of jumping-prohibitive cattle prod) 
and try to protect his high-school sweetneart (Rachel Bilson). Not much 
seems to be at stake. The Paladins don't even want to use the Jumpers for 
their own evil purposes; they just want them dead. It's a private conflict. I 
felt like quoting the guy in Pulp Fiction: "My name's Paul, and this is between 
y'all." 

Did the director, Doug Liman, care much about the conflict either? 
Like other recent Liman films (The Bourne Identity, Mr. and Mrs. Smith), 
this just seems like a movie his agent said he should do. I wasn't a big fan 
of Liman's debut Swingers, but at least it had some personality and some 
humans, and his sophomore effort Go was fun enough. But it's clearer than 
ever that Liman is a hack, or, to put it more gently, a journeyman director 
who's only as good as the script. After a while, the mild novelty of seeing 




Hayden Christensen go whoosh from one spot to another gets tiresome. Once 
or twice Liman actually uses the film language of jump cuts to convey the 
effect, but only once or twice. An experimental filmmaker could've made 
wild cinema out of this, but experimental filmmakers usually don't get 
handed $85 million. Guys like Doug Liman do. 

As a fellow Jumper who squats in a cluttered hideout and occasionally 
zips out to pick off a Paladin or two, Jamie Bell gives the film some much- 
needed humor and energy. He effortlessly swipes the movie out from under 
the dishwater-dull Christensen, presumably cast as the lead because of his 
Star Wars association. Even Teddy Dunn, as a baffled drunk who once bullied 
David, blows Christensen away. I'm prepared to eat my words if I ever get 
around to seeing Shattered Glass and Life as a House, in which Christensen 
is reputedly not like a cheeseburger without the cheese or the burger, but 
he definitely doesn't have the moxie for big special-effects movies. He and 
the equally bland Rachel Bilson were last-minute replacements for other 
actors, and it shows. 

Jumper raked in $26 million over a slow February weekend from mov- 
iegoers with nothing better to do, apparently. The movie's only 88 minutes 
long, but I found my mind wandering: Perhaps I could jump to a city art- 
house theater showing George Romero's Diary of the Dead, or the acclaimed 
4 Months, 3 Weeks, 2 Days, or the horror-comedy Teeth, or the Lebanese 
comedy-drama Caramel. Those films, and many others you haven't seen 
advertised ad nauseum, are out there in a tiny handful of theaters. Jumper 
opened on 3,428 screens. Remember that when they start gassing on about 
the magic of movies on Oscar night. They're talking about the movies you 
never get to see in theaters, not movies like Jumper.
